DESCRIPTION 

TECHNICAL FIELD 

The present invention relates to the use of 
siloxane-based polymers or of composites comprising 
such a polymer and one or more electrically conductive 
fillers as sensitive materials in sensors for detecting 
nitro compounds, and in particular nitroaromatic 
compounds such as nitrobenzene (NB) , dinitrobenzene 
(DNB) , trinitrobenzene (TNB) , nitrotoluene (NT) , 
dinitrotoluene (DNT) , 2, 4, 6-trinitrotoluene (TNT) and 
the like. 

Such sensors are useful for detecting 
explosives, whether for the purpose of ensuring the 
safety of public places such as airports, for checking 
the legality of merchandise in circulation in a 
territory, for combating terrorism, for performing 
disarmament operations, for locating antipersonnel 
mines or for decontaminating industrial or military 
sites . 

They are also useful for environmental 
protection, in particular for controlling and 
monitoring atmospheric pollution and the quality of 
more of less confined atmospheres, and also for the 
monitoring, for security purposes, of industrial sites 
that manufacture, store and/or handle nitro compounds.
